He's looking for Hearns! 



A cey says broken hand is Hist

Dun't call Bobby Acey a quiler. 

Accy, ihe 30 year old Virginia Beach restaurant 
mncr and former NorTolk detective last Tought 
professionally on September 20, 1979. The fight ended 
thai night in the Kth round when Acey was forced to 
concede (he bout after breaking his right hand for the 
third lime. 

"I was winning every round of that fight," Acey 
recalls. Plans were even being made at that time for me 
«o llghl Tommy Hearns, the current World Boxing 
Commission (WBC) welterweight champion. I was 
really disappointed after the injury. I had worked hard 
as a boxer, and I knew I had the strength, quickness, 
and inielligcncc lo be a champion." 

Acey. who had already broken his powerful rigtil 
hand twice before that year, viewed the snapped 
metacarpal hones as a blessing in disguise. 

"I'll tell you," Acey said. "I think it was fote that niy 
hand broke the third time. 

"I've sustained so many injuries, and operations, 
that I ihink the Ciood lixd broke my hand because he 
didn't want mc to lake any more punishment by 
continuing lo fight. Yet. I'm use J to pain. When I was 
live years old the lower half of my body was crushed 
when I was run over by a truck. I've had several 
surgical opcratiiins including Kidney and Appendicitis. 
■ But, now that my hand has gotten stronger again, Vm 
coming back. Prcviixis injuries don't bother me. 
They're history." 

A Urvrland offirr 

Acey has been asked by a boxing promoter in 
Ocveland, OH. if he'd be interested in professional 
boxing in Cleveland, similar lo Ihe boxing he did at the 
Virginia Beach Dome. He'll acquiesce, he says, as long 
as ii doesn't jeopardize his restaurant. Ringside, 
iocaied in the 2100 Mock of Atlantic Avenue. 

"I'd like to go to Cleveland to fight professionally 
again." Accy .said, "as long as it doesn't put a strain on 
my busincs.s. I will go there in the next few weeks to 
check ii out; I feel commiiicd to stay at Ihe Beach^this 
Summer lo watch over business."

Some men find much difficulty, and little happiness 
in a draconian pursuit of two careers. 

But Acey is happy, and finds the idea of success fully 
fielding two careers, boxing and business, a challenge. 

"I have two primary goals to accomplish," be said. 
"First of all. I want lobe the WBC welterweight boxing 
champion. I'm ready, I want it. and it'll probably take 
more than a broken hand to keep me from it. 

"Secondly, I want lomake my restaurant one of the 
very best in Virginia Beach. 

"Afier that has been gained, my partner Charles 
Bronstein and I plan to open more restaurants and bars 
ai the Beach, with the idea of operating them as 
succesfully and efficiently as possible."

If judged by the previous laurels Acey has reaped 
over his life, he has a better than average chance of 
attaining the goals he seeks. 

A Norfolk native. Accy is ihe son of Beach residents 
.Mr. and Mrs. Elmer M. Acey. Jr. His father is 




employed with the Hoffman Beverage Ccxnpuiy. 
Norfolk. Acey has one brother. Chuck, 27, emphjyed 
with a Beach construction company. 

Even though Acey is a standout in a bodng ring, he 
is also as accomplished on a wrestling mat. 

"1 was 13 when I first began wrestUng as a student at 
Blair Junior Hgh School. Norfiolk." Acey said. "While 
I was still in the 8th grade. I began wrestling junior 
varsity at Maury High Sctuxil.'* 

Acey transferred to Lake Taylor High School in 
1967-68. graduating from that institution in 1969. b was 
while a junior at Lake Taylor that Acey won the Wginia 
High School League wrestling diampicnship. 

"That was a big thrill, and an honor for me," Acey 
said pensively. "1 remember I was only a 1 12 pound 
kid, but 1 was determined to be the champ!" 

Acey also played baseball at Lake Taylor, second 
base, and was a member of several organizations, 
including the Monogram Qub. the Junior Gvitan Qub,

and the Lake Taylor surfing team. He also woriced 
part-time in a clothing store during his final two high 
school years. 

FoDowing high sdunl, Acey enlisted for six months 
active duty with the United States Army; and went on t( 
serve s» years in the Reserves. 

"When I entered the service," Acey said, "it was 
during the height erf the Viet Nun cij^ict. b was my 
choice to either go along peacefully and sign up for 
military duty, or be drafted." 

l^pon comirietian of active duty, Acey enrcUed at 
Ferrum GoUege. Ferrum. VA. as a psychology student. 
He received his associate degree in that cnrricuhmi in 
1973. 

"I wasn't really sure I knew what I wanted to do 
while I was at Ferrum," he said. "The athletic prcgram 
there was limited, only offering football and baseball; 
so I didn't play much sports there, but spent most of my 
time socializing and studying. I continued to train as a 
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vrestter and c vea entered a oouirie of fOunumwrns 
while at Femun. But I'm proud to sayj tnraed out to, be 
a pretty good student, usually making A's and B's . 
' **I won my first important boxing honor right after I 
graduated from Femun. Although I had been boxing 
since the age (rf 17. Inever boxed in any organized 
league until Iwas 18. Soon, twas into the AAU 
competitkn. this time as a bosGcr and not a wrestler, 
and won the Virginia Weherweigltt AAU chanqjionsUp 
in 1973." 

By (he time Acey moved to Vii^inia Beach in 1974, in 
addition to being a boodng champ, he had beocme a 
fiather, and been married twice. Ks seven year old 
daughter is named Jennifer, and is a second grader at 
Bay Lake Pines Private SchooL Accy is now divorced. 

Acey's first fiiU-time job in the working world was 
with a >%ginia Beach insurance agency. But it only 
lasted one year. 

"It really wasn't my bag," Acey said with a laugh. "I 



did it. The money was satis foctory, but 1 didn't like the 
company or the position I was in. So 1 became a police 
officer in Norfdk. After two years 1 was promoted to 
Detective. But I left that job to go into business on my 
own." 

While working as a Norfolk detective, and after 
winning the AAU boxing title, Acey laid off boxing for a 
year. He had begun selling real estate part-time with 
Virginia Beach reahor Ed Owens, president. Landmark 
Realty. He quit finally the Norfdk Pdice Department in 
1979 to go into the restaurant business at the location 
he's at today. 

"In January, 1979 , 1 had an opportunity to buy this 
restaurant from Beach businessmen Ed Ruffin and 
Nabil Kassir," Acey said, "so 1 took it. 

"My marriage wasn't working out at the time; 1 
wasn't completely happy with my police work in the 
youth division of the NafoHc pdice department, and my 
boxing future had been hampered by brdcen bones in 
my hand. 1 needed a change. 

"But I like the restaurant business very much now. It 
is a challenge for me to be a successful businessman, as 
it is for me to become a national boxing champion. 

Atlantic Avenae parking - Where? 

Acey, whose business is a member of the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce, said there are certain 
factors, which, for the most part are out of his hands, 
that will indirectly decide his businesses' fiiture 
prosperity. 

"Parking on Atlantic Avenue is killing restaurant 
owners like myself and Charles," Acey said in 
reference to city parking regulations which restrict 
parking on Atlantic Avenue between the hours of 10 
p.m. and 6 a.m. The parking restriaion is designed 
to allow for city street cleanina; easy access for morning 
de liverymen to Atlantic Avenue businesses; and to 
curtail the amount of sidewalk harassment between 
Strip pedestrians and parked motorists . 

"The law is ridiculous," Acey said. "For example, if 
I have a customer come in for a meal at 9 p.m., that 
person must either be finished eating by 10 p.m., or get 
up from his seat to move his car to avoid a traffic 
summons. And if he goes to move it, there probably 
wouldn't be another vacant parking space for blocks. 
What we need are multi-level public parking garages 
located a block or two away fi-om Atlantic Avenue . ' ' 

Acey also suggests parking be allowed on Atlantic 
Avenue until 2 a.m. But restricted again until Ivkxm the 
next day. 

"This wouldallow the street cleaners plenty of time 



to keep the city beautifiil," Acey said, "at the same 
time allowing the Beach merchants and businessmen 
an extra four hours to operate business normally." 

Virginia Beach recessioa 

Acey predicts impending economic danger if certain 
city policies aren't changed. 

"Virginia Beach has a lot of potential," Acey said, 
"But our city leaders must understand that restaurant, 
health, and traffic regulations which may apply to 
Western parts of Virginia and are effective there, will 
not necessarily workin Virginia Beach. 

"If Virginia Beach doesn't become more progressive 
like the cities of Atlantic City and Myrtle Beach, I 
believe that Virginia Beach will begin to lose tourist 
revenue annually, forcing the city into its own little 
recession. Residents of this city including city 
councilpeople and city planners, must decide in what 
direction they want Virginia Beach to go." 

Lifestyle, personality lit 

Acey, who lives in the Beach borough of the city, 
works up to 12 hours a day, seven days a week. He 
works hard, and trains hard. He as comforted himself 
with the personal belief thai "boxing and marriage 
don't mix," and is content now with the fast paced, 
progressive hfestyle of being a bachelor in the affluent 
City of Virginia Beach. 

"Working hard in the restaurant is very crucial," 
Acey said. "In fact, if I hadn't had help with the 
operation of Ringside, I'd be dead by now. His family 
has been in the business for many years and he knows 
what's important and what is not. 

"But running this business is just like boxing. The 
more we do, the more mistakes we make and more we 
learn." 

Nowadays Acey trains at Wareing's Gym preparing 
to continue his previously postponed boxing career. He 
works in his restaurant in anticipation of becoming one 
of Virginia Beach's leading businessmen. And, 
according to Acey, he's happier now than he's ever 
been. 

"I've tried different lifestyles," he said. "I've tried 
the 9 a.m. to5 p.m. grind and didn't like it. I've been 
married twice, and it didn't work out. I really think the 
life I'm living now suits my psyche, and my overall 
personality. I've got to continually strive for something 
new and challenging. I look towards (he future. Right 
now, I'm concentrating on Virginia Beach this Summer, 
and Cleveland, Ohio for next Winter!"

Virginia Beadi Public 
Schools students appear to 
have considerable interest 
in biotogy, chemistry, and 
physics/engineering, if the 
suong showing in those 
categories in the annual 
dty-wide sdenoe fair is 
any indicirtion. 

S<xne 184 junior and 
senior high students 
displayed their scientific 
projects and knowliedge at 
the dty-wide sdence fair, 
held March 14, 1981. at 
Plaza Junior High school. 
Their projects were judged 
in seven categories for 
sdentific thought, creative 
ability, thoroughness, 
skill, and darity. 

The categories with the 
largest student partici- 
pation were in the junior 
high categories of biology 
(24), chemistry (18), and 
physics and fo^e^ing 
(25). Other cat^ories for 
both senior and junior 
high levels were 
behavioral and social 
sdences, earth-space and 
environmental sciences, 
mathematics, and mia-o- 
bicriogy. 

Schools sending the 
largest number of students 
were Kempsville Junior 
High, with 28; Green Run 
Hi^, with 23; Lynnhaven 
Junior High, with 17; 
Kellam High, with \6\

'God has given us the word' — Cason

"God has given us the word" that One Nation Under 
God should have its Tidewater pniyer rally at Mount 
Trashmore in Virginia Beach, the organization's state 
director, Leroy Cason, said with conviction. 

The mcssage.received by Virginia Beach City Council, 
however, was not so clear. 

Ahhough several Council members allowed that the 
prayer rally was a great idea, they were not ready Mon- 
day afternoon to say that the rally must be in Mount 
Trashmore on a Saturday. 

Assistant to the city manager Michael Barrett had 
already turned down a request to have the rally on May 
2, a Saturday, at Mount Trashmore. a large city park 
constructed on what was a landflll. One Nation was 
later offered May 1, a J'riday, instead, city manager 
George L. Hanbury told Council. 

Barrett had denied the request, Hanbury said, 
because it was unprecedented. The dty had never given 
the whole park to one group. Having 10,000 people at 
the park for the rally, would in effect dose the park, he 
said. 

He added that it would be a great inconvenience to 
the public who may not share in the beliefs of One 
Nation and "they are dtizcm of the dty, too." 

Councilman Patrick L. Staadinf asked C«s^ 
whether he bad received witness on which day the rady 
should bvlMM. Cason said no, but he and several of the 
One Nation speakers pointed out that Saturday would 
accommodate more working people. 

By Monday, One Nation leaders had come around to 
agredng to schedule the rally during a leas pofwlar time 
at the park~the end of August or September, they said. 
But the Saturday was still essential. 

On a motion of CoundUnan Reid Ervin and after 
about 43 minutes of discussion Coundl deferred actioo 
until next Monday when Hanbury is expected to presem 
a policy which could be used indicriminately for all 
organizations. 

Cason had said earlier that the organization would 
like to have a two-day rally with a luncheon for 
Christian women on Friday and a youth and ministers 
rally on Friday night. Partidpants would comhict 
"street witnessing" on Saturday morning, invhing the 
public to the Saturday afternoon rally. 

A former Norfolk City Coundlman Conoly Phillips 
has suggested One Nation have its rally in Towne Point 
in Norfolk, the scene of the Harborfest. Cason said. 

One Nation is the same organization that sponsored 
the prayer rally in Washington about a year ago when 
700,000 people attended. Although America for Jesus is 
an active supporter of the rally. Cason, a resident of 
Thorougood emphasized the fad that the rally was 
ecumenical and included Jews as well as all 
denominations of Christians. 

Leaders of the movement, Cason said, are Pat RtAcr- 
tson. president of the Christian Broadcasting Network, 
the Rev. John Jiminez, of the Rock Church in Kem- 
psville, and Bill Bright of the campus Crusaders for 
Christ. 

Cason smd Chriiliam and Jews are working toge^er 
to promote prayer. At the recently ended Miami rally, 
he said a Jew was the prayer leader. The Miami rally at- 
tracted appraxinatdy 20,000 people, Cason said. 

The use pf Mount Trashmore goes back seven years, 
Caaon said, "but the dty has a hangup over the use of 
tha park on a Saturday." He laid Vkghna Beadi hhs 
befi the only place where the organization has been 
turned down for uw of a public fadUty on SMurday. 

QNuidhnan Reid Ervin said he didn't think wmfoet 
on Council "has probkns with what you're saytaf..." 

Caioa laid ttef ViffWa Bwh was only one of the 20 
rally kxatioiH acroas the country "where we ran into 



problems on Saturday." He said people are off work on 
Saturday and it "will be the best use of the park it will 
ever have." 

Ervin pointed out that Mount Trashmore has only 
1 .000 parking spaces.

Cason said that logistics are no problem to 
oiBinizatioii. 

Ervin explained that the dty's policy is not meant to 
be discriminaiory and that the coundl would have to 
decide whether to uphoU the policy. "It's fine with me. 
I have no objections, but unless someone can convince 
me otherwise the arguements of the dty manager are 
good arguements." He said he was still trying to fiixl 
out what was so special about Saturday. 

Cason said whole delegations have visited Mount 
Trashmore, and "aU fdt it was right." 

Bart Pierce, another Beach resident, said that 
"Mount Trashmore is Uke my life. It was a pile of trash 
and now it is beautiful." He said that people are too 
passive and predicted that "in eight years the same 
probleou in Atlanta win be here in \^riitiua Beach." 

The Rev. Bamett Thourogood. who is also chairman 
of the dty's Community Devdopmcnt Advisory CooA- 
mittee, said there are over three million members of One 
Nation in the United States. Ite said the purpose of the 
meeting was to ask God's blessings. 

The Rev. Garland Hines, of the Virginia Beach 
Christian Center at 17th and Street and Baltic Avenue, 
said he used to widk the streets there drunk until he 
stumbled into a church and found God. He said that the 

church is being undwitimated. 

Cason had quoted theSecond Chrohides 7:14: 

ir ray people, which are called by my nuw. ilMitt hwBbl e thqa- 
tcives and pray, and scdt my fa6e. and turn dMB from Uidr WidMl 
ways; then will I hear from heaven and will forfivc thdr tin. and will 
heal dMir land. 

Hines quoted Matthew 3:13:

Hines said that every dty or town owes much more to 
their dtizens than they wiU^en know. 

Chuck Smithsoo said "We don't want to make an 
eyesore of Virginia Beach." and as State chairman for 
logistics Jor the orgaaBation. he said that One Nation 
would fiirvish lis uwpi gBiiiphai, #|)on^wii|si jupri 
reacae squad. hmidlali^VMCCo^ # rtiii i nnitt|ti ni».

Don Varda, ooordinator of America for Jesus, said 
that many churches in Virginia Beach are partidpating 
intheprognun^Hesaid heisamemberof St. Gregory 
citfhc^ Chtirclu-*'Public inconvenience il not a^valid 
concern. It would be our people. ATuignla Bech peofrie 
who would be present that day." He said there was a 
need for inayer. 

He said there was a concern that a precedoit would be 
set and the dty would have to allow less desirable 
groiqM, such as the Ku Klux Klan to use the park. But. 
he added, "being here is pn^dieticlt's sounding an 
alarm. There is a need for prayer. Use this time to honor 
God; lean on the Lord and let us pray. We've been 
blessed by God in that we (the dty) don't have major 
problems." He said the rally is motivated out of con- 
cern and love for our dty. Hines also asked Coundl to 
adopt a resolution calling for a day or even a week of 
prayer during the rally. 

Mayor Dr. J. Jenry McCoy Jr. said he was not op- 
posed to the ralty. "If there's some way we can get 
around this thing-^he |nY>Uem of groups not worthy of 
using Mount Triahmore....It's certainly what the coun- 
try needs." 

Ervin said that bdiore Coundl had a hasty dedsicm it 
needed to review ttie proMem. 

CoundlwfMnan RdM McClanan said die was in favor 
of letting One Nation use the park. 

Coundlman John A. Baum then referred to the 
executive session preceding the formal coundl meeting 
where the matter was considered. He said he had under- 
stood from the session that Council was not vAo% to 
take any acti<m that day.

:ine filling of the controversi4|lCemi|sviI|e borrow 
pit, will be allowed to continue against the wishes of the 
residences who had omsidered it a recreational lake. 

Making a c<mcession to fears of residoits thitf the 
dumping will pollute the surface water and groun- 
dwater, the borrow |»t owner, through attcmiey Grover 
Wright, told Virginia City Council Monday afternoon 
that "we are willing to fence the entrance to the pit and 
will put a man on the gate ever day it's in operation." 

Lakeside Corporation, owner of the pit known as 
Lake Avalon and located at Indian River and Kem- 
psville Roads, was granted the one-year nil permit from 
the city on January 28. At the urging of residents, who 
had called for revocation of the permit. Council two 
weeks ago had suspended operations at the pit for two 
weeks. When Council took no action Monday, the 
nUing operations were allowed to continue. 

City manago^ George L. Hanbury at an informal 
meeting of Council, said that the city had not found any 
detrimoit to the water quality from the dumping that 
would have justified a revocation of the permit. "They 
(the owuCTs) have complied with every code. He said the 
applicant for the i>ennit was not required to haye a 
public hearing, but that the dty is now considering a 
modification of the code UtaX will require public 
hearings in the future. 

The Gity Code now requires applicants for borrow pit 
pomits to present a plan for what they intend to do with 
the pit. This requirement was not in effect when the 
Lakesdie pit was excavated. He said that most of the 
time, borrow pits are planned to provide waterfront 
property. 

Councilman Rdd Ervin asked whether the dty could 
pruchase the lake to leve the area with waterfront 
property, thus increasing the asessments on the homes 
and subsequently the taxes. 

Hanbury said that he didn't know whether the 
assessments' of the homes would be hurt, but that he 
couldn't recommend it.

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Cigarette tax: Five cents 
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Hanbury makes cuts, saves services

Virginia Beach will still be the most attractive place 
in the state to be, city nuuiager George L Hanbury said 
while presenting his proposed 1981-82 operating 
budget. Even with a nine cent real estate tax rate 
increase. Even with an additional Hve cent tax on a pack 
of cigarettes. Even with increased fees for the u.se or 
recrcalion.'il facilities. Ben with an in(iirease in the 
wommercial utilily lax rate. 

The proposed budget of $237,626,358 is $34,774,238 
K 17.1 percent more than the original 1981-82 budget. 
It is also $IS.8S9.643 less than the departments 
icquesicd, but Hanbury said the cuts will not threaten 
the level of services and no jobs will be in jeopardy. 

The lax rate hike which will boost the tax from 67 

cents to 76 cents per $100 valuation will still be the 

lowest among Virginia cities with a population greater 

jhan 20,000. Only Chesapeake comes close with a tax 

'rate of 90 cents per $100 valuation. 

Whether Gty Council accepts the rate increase or 
looks for other ways to rai.se the money or other ways to 
cut the btidget remains to be seen. A tax increase is 
never popular for ofTice holders who depend on the 
public for support. 

Hanbury said that if there are any further cuts in the 
budget requests, the city would have to cut into 
services. He also said that he did not intend to continue 
the employment freeze imposed several weeks ago into 
the new Itecal year. 

When asked whether he planned to end the 
moratorium on water hook-ups which has stymied new 
construction, he taid he would still like to "see some- 
thing resolved with Norfolk" before allpwing new 
hook-ups. Thai is, he is still looking for a fonnal 
agreement with Norfolk saying thai Norfolk will treat 
water from wells in western Tidewater for Virglitia 
Beach. 

The slowdown in growth, resuhing in part from the 
water hook-up moratorium, has hurt revenues. Han- 
bury said he realized this source of revenues would 
eventually dry up. He asked: "Why do you think 1 
pushed so hard for the Pavilion? Why do you think I 
pushed so hard for Lynnhaven Mall?" These projects 
are expected to help the Beach expand its economic 
base. The Mall alone. Hanbury said, will increase retail 
sales in the city by 30 percent. If the interest rates, 
which also have affected growth, do not get lower, he 
said. "I anticipate the worst." 

Some of the worst will come when the city's present 
contract with Vepco expries next year and the city's 
electric bill will shoot from I '/^ million to bVi million a . 
year. 

With his proposed budget, Hanbury said, the city can 
continue to enjoy living in "the best of tiroes." quoting 
from Dickens' "The Tale of Two Cities." 

He said that in the years when the city could afford 
lo. the tax rate was reduced, but it is Fiscally 
responsible toinorease the tax rate when it is indicated. 

"With the adoption of the budget we will continue to 
exhibit Tiscal integrity," he said. 

The budget, which Hanbury said was "The most 
dirncuh I've ever put together," is unusual in several 
respects. This is the first time since he's been city 
manager that Hanbury has recommended a real estate 
lax rate increase. This is the first time he has 
recommended any cuts in the School Board budget 
which in past years has'Heen adopted by Council as it 
has been requested by the Board. The reserve of $2.2 
million in the working capital fiind, less than one 
percent of the budget, is the smallest ever recom- 
mended by HanlMry. 

To make up the difference between the departmental 
requests and the reVenues. which amounted to 
$31,608,173, Hanbury cut the dty and school oper- 
ations by $I5.8S9.SI7 and also applied the unappropr- 
iated fund balance of $7,113,636 to the new budget; 
^planned for increases iff the real estatttax rate for an 
additional $3,173,000. in the commercial utility tax rate 
foe $M07,0QO, in-ilM dfMMic tax rau (firan 10 cenu 
to 15 cenu) for $1,253,000. and in recreation user fees 



for $400,000. 

Hanbury said he is turning to consolidation to get the 
most out of the tax dollar. He is recommending the 
consolidation of the three Mosquito Control Distri^ for 
a savings of $50,000. 

Two other money-saving programs involve refuse. 
One is the construction of a refuse coUection transfer 
station in 4he Oceana area which will allow most (rfthe 
garbage truck.s to dump at a central facility and not 
travel to the landfill for a savings of $252,000 during the 
first year and $3.7 million over a five-year period. 

The second program involves the phase in over three 
years from a twice a week to once a week garbage 
collection. Hanbury said the change will be made more 
palatable to Beach residents with a one-time gift of 85 
gallon refuse and will be more economical to use with 
special hydraulic equipment. The plan calls for the 
purchase of 7.200 containers to be distributed to each 
household during the first year with a total of 70,000 to 
be distributed by the third year. The savings from the 
once a week collections this year of $384,000 is enough 
to purchase the containers which are expected t»Iast 
for ten years. The containers will have to be replaced by 
the residents and beyond the three year changeover 
period, new residents will have to buy their own 
containers. Over a five-year period, the city should save 
$9.6 million. 

Tax increases unpopular 

For the first time next year, too, Virginia Beach will 
have a uniform tax rate. Since the merger of Virginia 
Beach and Princess Anne County. Beach Borough 
residents have been paying one cent less. The 
difference was related to the iildebtedness of the 
various districts. The agreement was to last for 20 
years, until Dec. 31, 1981, but Hanbury said the city 
has sufficient funds in the six-borough school debt fund 
to pay the debt costs through that date, allowing the 
uniform tax rate to go into effect sooner. 

If Hanbury's recommendations are accepted, resi- 
dents will be paying ui average real esute tax increase 
of 22 percent~a 13 percent rate increase (nine cents on 
a $100) plus an average 9.6 percent increase in real 
estate assessments. In an effort to spread the tax 
burden equitably, Hanbury tried to hit the same 
category of taxpayer no more than once. Among other 
sources of revenue suggested: 

An increase in the Commercial Utility tax rate from 
12 percent on the first $400 to 20 percent on the first 
$400 for an additional $1,807,000 in revenues. 

An increase in the cigarette tax from 10 cets to \S 
cents a pack for an additional $1,253,000. 

Parks and Recreation user fees for an additional 
$400,000. These will include fees where luxie 
previously existed as for the use of shelters in parks, 
and increases in old fees, such as the increase 
recreation center cards from one to five dollars and boat 
launching fees. 

Also recommended is an across the board five 
percent pay raise for city employees starting July 1. 

Hanbury slashed the school operating reqtiest from 
$105,262,481 to $98,707,616 which Would enablothe 
Board togrant a 10 percent iiiiic^eaiefior iihoA teadiers 
instead of the proposed^ 16 percrfitPlf the school's 
request were accepted, HluAniry said it would meat^ 
additional 13 cents on the tax rate which the peopN are 
not ready to absorb in one year^. ^' • 

The requi^st of the SdKxi Board represents an overall 

22.6 percent increase in the budge', but the local share 
would be increased 37.3 pedrceiK, Hanbury said. With 
Hanbur>-'s cut. the local share woidd be reduced to 20.7 
percent and the overall increase would be 15 percent. 

Hanbury said it was unprecedemed to ask for a 37 
percent increase in the kxat share. "I feci the <oms 
requested are exces^vt and too much for one ytHi" he 
said. 

Since the School Board has the final say on how iu 
money will be spent, Hanbury said that he did not 
tmend to Kneiicflft ihe-Sehael Board hwdtrt, bttakKC 
salaries make tip 80 percent of the School Board 



Budget, that would be the most likely [riace to reflect 
the cut. As for non-teaching jobs in the school system, 
Hanbury said that it would be equiuble for the School 
Board to grant the same five percent increase he was 
recommending for city employees radier than the 10 
percent proposed in the Sdiool Board budget. He said 
he had not cut funds for providing equiuble pay for the 
staffs of the city and sdiod personnel for equitable 
jobs. 

The proposed increaseof 16 percent inchides a 13 
percent increase plus a three percent step increase. 

The proposed increase would boost the salary range 
from $10,700-$18,543 to $12,091 to $20,954. At present 
Virginia Beach ranks fourth (roughly) with Newport 
News among 1 1 divisions in salaries paid teachers with 
coU/giate degrees. Fairfrtx County is first with a range 
of $12,675 to $22,197 foUowed by Lynchburg and Rich- 
mond. Alexandria is not included because that division 
hires only teachers with master's degrees. 

All the divisions are asking for mcreases of various 
aihounts and if all are granted, along with a 13 percent 
increase for Virginia Beach, Virginia Beach would still 
be in fourth jdace. 

Other cuts in the manager's budget were: 

Legislative $20,631; Executive $148,042; Law, 
$72,275; Finance $97,860; Personnel $44,611; Judicial 
$42,844; Heahh $11,264; Social Services $625,850; 
Police $1,064,058; Public Works $2,532,003; Parks and 
Recreation $190,512; Libraries $288,266; Phmning 
$18,368; Agriculture $35,014; Economic Development 
$253,542; General Services $539,856; Boards and 
Commissions $102,558; Non-Departmental $19,000; 
Fire $1,430,663; Data Processing $108,741; Permits 
and Inspections $4,745; Mental Heakh $334,7%; Public 
Utilities, $1,299,279. 

Hanbury said that with the in-oposed budget, he has 
definitely put off a lot (^things but that he has tried not 
to remove from the citizens what they have become 
accustomed to. 

Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that the budget 
contains "a drastic change over the next five or six 
years." 

Councilman Donald Merrick was concerned about an 
increase tax rate combined with increased assessments 
and asked "Where could we take out another $5 
mUlion?" 

Hanbury replied, "I can teD you but I don't think 
you'd Uke it."

If the parts are 
traded in. you have the right to see them befwe they

•That the bill cannot exceed the written estimate by 
more than ten percent unless additional work is 
authmized by you. 

To obtain a written estinute, you may have to pay a 
diagnosis fee. This fee is a small imce to pay to protect 
yourself frcnn att unnecessary repair.

A 40-foot row. wtth 2S 
plants, diould ivoduoeiS 
ot more quarts of berries 
the following s|Ming. said 
Virginia Tech Extension 
specialist in home horti- 
culture, Diane Rdf . 

Strawberries are easy to 
raise on fertile, well- 
drained soil. They should 
be planted in the spring, 
several wedcs before the 
average date of the last 
frost. Set the plants 18 in- 
ches apart, in rows four 
feet apart, the specialist 
said. 

"The easiest way to set 
strawberry plants is to 
push a p<rinted shovd into 
the sdl to the fun dqyth of 
the blade. Pull the shovd 
to one side to nuke a V- 
tlbaped opening, ^read 
the roots of the plant like 
a fan and extend them to 
their full length along the 
exposed soil surface. Pull 
the shovd out and push 
the soil back against the 
roots," said Ms. Rdf. 

Be sure to have the 
crown of the plant levd 
with the surrounding soU. 
If it is set too low, soil 
may wash over the crown 



during a rainstorm and 
smodMr the plaiit. IT ft is 
too \i^ the top part bf 
die fbon wffl be 
and the plant wffl 
pooriy. 

The i^ants need a year 
before diey are ready to 
produce fruit. Pick oft 
any flowers that devdop 
during the first summer so 
that the plfnt can use all 
of its foqii niaterials to 
form'' rui^ri^. which will 
produce ^hii^next year. 

A few weeks after plan- 
ting, the strawbories will 
start to devd<q> runners. 
If allowed to grow without 
interference, they will 
form a matted row two or 
three feet wide. 

Or. the gardener can 
spue them about sue in- 
dies m)art as they devdop 
roots. After a band type 
row of plants evenly 
spaced about two feet 
apart has devdoped. all 
other runners should be 
removed as they form. 

"The spaced row will 
ixtxluce somewhat larger 
and higher quality berries 
than the matted row."

Have yoii insured your yard sale? 



The growing popularity 
of yard sales in Virginia 
Beach brings up a 
question often overlooked 
when planning a spring 
yard sale: Are you 
ptopat^ insured? 

A niinous la^uit could 
dispose of much more 
than unwanted items 
discovered in spring 
deaning if the homeowner 
conducting the sale does 
not have the proper 
liability insurance 
coverage, the Insurance 
Information Institute 
poims out. 

It is unwise for the 
prospective yard mer- 
chant to assume that his 
homeowners policy will 
cover all losses and 
liability claims arising 
from any activity on his 
property. The facts 
surrounding the sale ' 
determine whether or not 
the homeowners policy 
provides liability 
coverage, according to the 
institute. 

In cases invcdving an 
occasional yard sale in 
which the policyholder 
sdb Ids own property, the 
jrard salesman generally 
can rely upon his 
homeowners policy for 
liability coverace since the 
policy extends liability 
coverage to situations 
which are related to nor- 
mal, nonbusiness resident- 
ial activities. The oc- 
casional yard sale is 
usually considered an ac- 
tivity related to home life 
and not to a business pur- 
suit. 

If the yard sale becomes 
a regular, profit-noaking 
activity, however, the 
hiMOeowners policy would 
not apirfy. The individual 
in that case should pur- 
chase the necessary 
general liability insurance 
to cover a bminess pur- 
suit. People who regularly 
make and sdl craft items, 
for example, probably 
would not be covered un- 
der the homeowners 
p^fcy. 

Nieghborhood yard 
sales may fxM be covered it 
tlie hmneowner receives a 
substantial sum from the 
sale. If, however, the ac- 
tiviQr is for the benefit of a 
(Parity, and if the person 
conducting the sale 
receives no inccnne. then 
die event may still be 
covered by the 
homeowners p<^y. 

If a homeowner plaiK to 
host a profit-making sale 
f<M- a particular orguiiz- 
ation. the best suggestions 



is to inquire : about the 
liability coverage of the 
sponsoring organization. 
A diurch orguiizatioo is 
iikx^ td hi onyiered under 
a policy hdd by the church 



while other groups may 
not have such a policy. 

The liability coverage 
found in the homeowners 
policy does no< i^y >tf a 
flea market i^ which 



people rent a booth or lot 
on someone elseVproper- 
ty to sell their wares. The 
Institute recommends that 
"the liability coverage of 
the owner of the flea 



market be checked. 

X good tip for anyone 
planning any type of yard 
sale, the Institute suggests, 
is to consuh their insuran- 
ce agent or company 



about insurance coverage.

The Virginia Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services has 
announced to Beach 
residents that on July 1, 
\99t\ pumps at all gas 
stations s^ing more than 
120,000^ iftilons per year 
must display the total 
fvice that the consumo- is 
charged. 

Originally all gas 
stati<His in the state were 



to meet this deadline, but 
the Department has found 
that for some low volume 
dealers cmiverting would 
not be technically or 
economically practical at 
this time. These stations 
will have until July 1 , 1982 
to meet the deadMoe. 
These stations, with sales 
less than 120.000 gallons 
per year, may still use half 
pricing, but the pumps 



must be labeled properly 
with half pricing infor- 
mation. 

Some stations will also 
be sdling gas<rfine by the 
liter Using the metric 
system. This 4s permitti^ 
if the e^tabtishnotcnts 
selling by the Hter post a 
chart convenient for 
customer viewing, 
showing comparable 
jmces and quantities for 



the U.S. gallon. These 
stations may advertise by 
the gallon sales, provided 
the conversion factor is 
displayed on the pump; 
such as "Price Per Liter x 
3.785 = price per gallon," 
or display the comparable 
per gallon price. 

The dedsibn to extend 
the deadline for those 
stations with less than 
120.0(N( gallon per year 



sales was made following 
meetings with Department 
personnel, various 
petroleum trade represen- 
tatives, motor fuel dispen- 
ser manufacturers, motor 
fuel dispenser equipment 
suppliers and service 
representatives.

$25.5 million water project eyed

The latest in Virginia Beach's water-source ex- 
plorations involves a S25.3 million desalting operation 
which would be locally financed and designed in-house. 

It would be the largest desalinization plant in the 
nation. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said Monday af- 
ternoon at an informal session of City Council, that if 
the water source for desalting proves to be great 
enough, he will be recommending this system over the 
groundwater system which also has been under con- 
dideration. 

Following a presentation by Malcolm Pirnie 
Associates at an informal session, Hanbury said he 
thought that in desalting the' city had a great oppor- 
tunity for the future. He said that while the city may be 
paying more for water "than we have paid before, con- 
sidering what we've gone through and may have to go 
through in the future, it may be a good investment." 

The choice City Council will have to nuke is between 
developing fresh groundwater sources or going with the 
desalinization project using brackish water from deep 



wells. In either case the goal is 10 million gallons of 
water a day (mgd). 

Hanbury recommended no decision be made until 
engineering consultants, Betz Converse and Murdoch, 
furnish a round-up report in two to three weeks with 
more complete figures on the cost of getting the groun- 
dwater into the city's water lines. 

While the city originally had anticipated spending ap- 
proximately SIO million on the groundwater devdop- 
ment program, preliminary reports iriace the estimates 
at closer to SIS million ranging to S27 million. 

The city now has approximatley $12 million in 1980 
bond referendum proceeds allocated to water devdop- 
ment projects, mostly earmarked for groundwater 
development programs which presumably could be 
transferred to a desalting (^)eration. 

The city had been interested in pursuing both 
desalting and fresh groundwater development to 
provide its first independent water source. However, 
Council apparently was discouraged by the estimated 
groundwater costs. Also, the Federal government, 
which was to finance most of the approximately $12 
million desalting plant, virithdrew its support. 

The Malcolm Pirnie plan locates the desalting plant in

Kempsville, rather than at the ferry slip near the Am- 
phibious Base where the original demonstration 
desalting program was i^anned. 

Bill Love, with Malcolm Pirnie, said the west side of 
the city was better, "because we know the water's 
there" and the plant, which would be south of the 
Eastern Branch qjC the Elizabeth River, could discharge 
the brine after trditment out back. Moreover, he said 
that was where the city needed water the most. 

Love said the wells would be 800 to 1 100 feet deep. 

Gary Westerhof f , in charge of water treatmoit plants 
facilities for the finn, said the plant would take 40 per- 
cent of the total cost and with a speeded up production 
scheduk the plant could be in operation in 18 months- 
in October of 1982 if started in the next month or so. 
Public Utilities director said he would recommend a 
slower pace with completion time in 24 months.

The annual cost of operation and maintenance would 
be $4.3 miUion. Costs involved include $160,000 for the

Substance abuse is on the rile in Virginia Beach. 
Ui^iecfedeDted numbers of Beach residents are coa- 
suming alcohcd, sedatives and stimulants to overcome 

what at least one Beach 
substance abuse expert 
dtes as, a lack of personal 
sdf esteem, assertiveness, 
confidence, and interper- 
sonal relationship skills. 

"It's hard to under- 
stand why people would 
go throo^ their entire life 
escaping reality by 
sedating themsdves with 
drugs and alcoh<ri," said 
Jack MaHery. Maltery is a 
substance abuse super- 
visor, advocacy compon- 
ent, Virginia Beach 
Department of Mental 
Health and Mental 
Ooldfkrb Retardation. 

Mallery said the actual substance abuse problem may 
b^in in the home. 

"How can we expect kids of today to understand the 
perils of substance abuse when their parent's medicine 
cabinets are fuU of aspirins and other drugs, and liquor 
cabinets are stocked full of booze," asks Mallery. 
Mallery has a master's degree, and nine years experience 
in the substance abuse fidd, induding the but five years 
exdusivdy in Vkginia Beach. 

"Virginia Beach youths are very attuned to the 
hypocrisy exhibited by their parems," Mallery said. 
"They ask themidvei what is wnng with beer or 
marijuana when thdr parents are ingesting alcohol and 
VaUums?" 

The substance abuse trend in Virginia Beach, going 
back to the 19(S0's, bqtan with amphetamines and 
hallucinogens, sudi as speed, peyote, LSD, and hashish. 
The 1970's saw the advent of PCP (pig and livestock 
tranquilizers), but was outlawed by the Federal Food 
and Drug Administration. LSD b^an fading out and 
marijuana became more aoceaabible.

"Parents don'f icaBy like to hear it. but many sub- 
stance abuse prOMenu start because of the drugs and 
alcohfri avaikUe m ones' own private home. If we can 
get parenu to dean up thdr ad. and get children to un- 
derstand that the world turns without drugs, we might 
get back on the road to recovery.'* 

Other suggestion to curtail substance abuse include: 
stiffer penalities for establishments who serve drunk 
patrons; stricter penalties for those caught driving under 
the inflvence of alcohol; circuiting a list of habatual 
substance abuse offenders to local ABC stores and 
drinking establishments.

Public park regulations 

An ordinance r^ulating the use of public parks by 
private groups will be considered next Monday. 

City manager George L. Hanbury presented an or- 
dinance Monday afternoon at an informal session of 
Virginia Beach City Council. It provides for the same 
guidelines to cover all groups, religious or not, Hanbury 
said. 

The question arose when One Nation Under God and 
America for Christ asked to use Mount Trashmore fc«' a 
prayer rally on May 2. They were turned down because 
of possible conflicts with other users of the park on a 
Saturday but were offered use of the park on a Friday 
Mayl. 

Last wed^members of the gronps asked Council to 
allow use oIok park on a Saturday and said they would 
be wflHng to have the rally the end of August or early in 
Septeinber. 

The ordinance woulid eliminate all large gatherings 
during peak seasons. What these seasons are has yet to 
be determined. However, Mike Barrett, assistant to the 
dty managor, said that the parks are used most between 
May land October 1. 

The same rules would ^>ply to all of the city's parks 
and if necessary a fee would be charged. The provisions^ 
eliminate all but non-profit (wganizations, but Barrett 
pointed out that rock groups, even, would be permitted 
if spcmsored by a non-profit organizati(m>. 

Hanbury said that the proposed guiddines also would 
inclu<te political groups. 



Burton Station leaves 
the back burner 

The BurtiXD Station Community and planners are 
working toward agreement of a ^an which would 
satisfy the residents and other interests as well. 

An <Ad Virginia Beach neighborhood of black land 
owners with Norfolk International Airport in its 
backyard. Burton Station has been in a sort of limbo f<H- 
a number of years. Industrial zoning of the whole area 
has made if difficult for property owners to get loans to 
improve residences. The spector of condemnation of 
their land for airport use has further added to the uncer- 
tainity Of the residents. 

Although E^on Station qualifies as a target area 
eligible for Commimity Development f^nds, it has 
received none of the funds because of the indefinite 
status. As a result, residents have asked city council 
numerous times to rezone the community from iur 
dustri^ to residential classification. 

At ii|i informal session of Council Monday after- 
noon, Tim Barrow of Tim Barrow and Associates, 
presented three alternative plans for flie community ami 
the surrounding area which would enaMe Council to 
establish zoning for the orderly developmoit of the 
area. ''■' 

Barrow said that most of the reisdents present at one 
of the ftfanning sessions favored the alternative creating 
a residential community which could be zoned R-& 
Resideatial and provides more than enough land to ac- 
commodate all of the people living there and more 
besides. 

The area is bound by Northampton Boulevard, the 
Lake Wri«ht Golf Course, the airport. Airport In- 
dustrial Park and Baker Road.

While properties in the area are owned by some non- 
residents, chiefly the Norfolk Port and Industrial 
Authority, little of the property within the residential 
community is owned by non-residents. 

The new residential community would extend nmth- 
ward from the Lake Wright Golf Course and would in- 
vcrive the closing of Burton Station Road where it would 
enter what is designated in the pton as the industrial area 
next to the airport. 

Most of the present homes are in the proposed in- 
dustrial area. However, Barrow said that while 110 
dwelling units are now spread over a wide area the plan 
provides for 279 to 390 dweBing units in the new r-8 
area. 

Although no water and sewer serves Burton Station 
now, adequate peripheral lines are nearby to serve the 
new community. An estimated 335 peo|rie now live in 
the conununity. 

The mix in zoning had to be included, Barrow said 
because of the expected airport expansion, some ntm- 
residential ownership within the community and in- 
dustrial-zoned areas. 

All industrial zoning was not practical, he said, 
because of the deq> residential roots in the community- 
"because they own it." . 

The plan most favored jcalls for the devel<^mient of 
an adequate cmnmmcal buffer from the community, 
the elimination of throu^ traffic to the airport by 
closing a part of Burton Sution Road, development of 
an extension of Industrial Park to the south, the renten- 
tion of the existing borrow pit for drainage and even for 
the relocation of the community church. Barrow said 
that an application is pending to fill the bwrow pit. 
Drainage overrides requironents for any use of the area, 
he said.

Important for the success of the plan are adequate 
relocation provisions for present residents, procedures 
for giving |M-esent residents first option on the new lots 
and-and financing. Some of the people, of course, may 
not agree to sell their property to move to what would 
be a newly created residential zone. 

City manager George L. Hanbury spoke of the 
possibility of locating a fire station in one comer of the 
conununity, with large meeting rooms for the residents. 

The favored phm includes a new residential entrance 
on Northampton Boulevard, increasinging the residen- 
tial ara from 33.5 to 59.8 acres (homes now are located 
on approximately 55 acres, but not all are zoned 
residential), using the Vepco right of way as a transition 
from commercial to residential, creating a direct con- 
nection between the new general aviation terminal and 
industriaa piffk, adding 68.6 acres to industrial park and 
utilizing the railroad fuUy for industrial use. 

A civic league meeting is scheduled for May 2 to 
initiate the neighborhood housing and household survey 
and to obtain a stronger neighborhood preference for 
one of the three neighborhood concepts Sixteen of 20 
households represented at a March 28 dvil league 
meeting indicate perference for the first alternative. 

Hanbury said that survey, financed by Community 
Devdopment funds, the first for Burton Station, is a 
proper approach for determining the zoning for the 
area. The Community Development Citizens Advisory 
Committee will study the recommendations before 
Council considers the proposals.

Virginia Beach exten- 
sion agent Greg Lonergan 
studied horticulti^re in 
coU^e, hcqnng to pursue 
a professional career in a 
greenhouse. 

He attained that goal, 
and a lot more than he 
bargained for. 

"It's rough januning 80 
hours of work into a 40 
hour WOTk week," Lmier- 
gan said. 

Lonergan is one of 28 
other employees in 
Virginia Beach's Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
Operating under an an- 
nual budget of almost 
one^Milf inilli<»i dollars, 
the department is com- 
piirtmentalized into 
several other brandies, or 
divisions, such as agricul- 
ture, h<Mticulture, home 
ecoocoiics, 4-H, farmer's 
market, environmental 
services, and community 
develoimient. 

The Oepartmoit strives 
to serve th< Virginia Beach 
residential and business 
ciHnmunities in the afore- 
mentioned areas. 
Lonergan falls under hort- 
iculture category, as a 
Beach agent.extending, or 
imparting his knowledge 
of horticulture and flora- 
culture to the community. 

"Basically, my primary 
responsibility is to the 
commercial nursery and 
greenhouses in Virginia 
Beadi." Lonergan said. 

"I not cmly supfdy them 
with the latevt agriculture 
information, but 1 also 
assist them in business 
management at the retail 
and wholesale level. " 

Buy departmeiit 

Last year, the Beach 
Department of Agricul- 
ture answered 13.300 
frfione calls; made 684 site 
visits, odlected 486 plant 
and insect samples, collec- 
ted 1,045 soil samples, 
distributed 46,123 
educational materials, and 
served 68,295 Virginia 
Beach residents.^ 



"With the numbt^ of 
people we reach an- 
nually," Lonergan said, 
"time is precious. " 

Lonergan estimates that 
SO^o of his work week is 
spent on the telephone; 
20% of it is spent 
developing and planning 
his own educational hort- 
iculture prograins; and the 
reOMining 20% is spent 
visiting various green- 
houses and nurseries in 
Virginia BeuOi. 

But thM's not all. 

Due to his daily com- 
mitments, Lonergan is 
forced to do outside 
;ilsMfii« at hoipM on his 
own tinie, i^uis attend one, 
maybe two nightly fun- 
cticms each week. 

Effedlvte aad uiqM 

How effective is the 
dq}artment's programs? 

"We are very effec- 
tive," Lonergan said, 
"but we could do more if 
there were more of us on 
the staff. But in general, 
the Beach extension ser- 
vice does a good job. 

"The only drawback to 
mir effectiveness, is the 
fact that we have a new 
population in Virginia 
Beach ever three or four 
years. It's a challenge to 
ke^ them all informed." 

Beach residents want to 
know how to get the best 
results out of the commer- 
cial agricultural products 
they buy. And Beach resi- 
dents buy a lot of products 
because of the city's 
unique climate. 

"Virginia Beach is 
unique in several ways," 
Lonergan said. "First of 
all, there are a lot of far- 
mers, and agriculturally 
minded people within the 
City of Virignia Beach. 
Secondly, because of the 
warm temperatures,: 
P^aghjbusukesscs sA^y of- 
fer, ' iSad residents may 
purdtase a wide variety oi 
plants and trees to eare 
for. 

"The climate here is 
moderate and beautiful 
with a 2S4 day growing 
period."

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Beach farmers experiencing difficulty in funding 



:L*tt year's drooght-aBd 
lon^ prices received for' 
agricultural products have 
created severe^ agricultural 
credit situatious ih 
Virghiia Beach. Many 
farmers^, are approaching 
their credit limit and ex- 
periencing difflculty get- 
ting adequate operating 
funds. 

According to two 
Virginia Tech Extension 
specialists, Virginia Beach 
com and soybean growers 
may be overlooking a way 
to ease their credit burden 
and cut production costs 
as much as $30 per acre or 
$28 million statewide. 

William L. Brant. Ex- 
tension farm management 
specialist, said that to 
realize the estimated 
savings, a farm opeaHUix 



must know 4he' soil 
nutrient leveb and how 
they relate to plant 
growth, lliis can otdy^be 
accomplished by soil 
testings 

Each year ap- 
|x-oximately 100,00& sml 
sam|ries are analyzed by 
the Virignia Tech Soils 
Laboratory. Over 60 per- 
cent of the com and soy- 
bean land samples test 
high-to-very high in 
irfisophorus. These same 
soils may show low potash 
levds in surface samples 
but actuaUy be high within 
the top 20 indMs of soO. 

'In both cases, the fer- 
tilizer recommendation 
would include SO pounds 
of phosphate and SO 
poxtnds of potash per acre 
for 120-bushel com," said 



Brant. "However, the 
same yield might be ob- 
tained bf 1961 without ad- 
ding any phosphate or 
potash.'^ 

George W. Hawkins, 
Extensjon sojl f ertility_ 
specialist, explained why~ 
the two nutrients might be 
omitted this year saying, 
"Normal phosphate ap- 
plications serve to main- 
tain the high-to-very high 
soil ' test o < reading. 
Phosi^iate ^'t needed 
for corn or soybean 
production at these levels. 
In fact, these soils might 
be farmed several years 
without lowering the soil 
test results or crop 
yields." 

Potash applied in 
previous years often 
works down through the 



soil untH it reaches a clay 
layer where it ac- 
cumulates. Often the sur- 
face may test low in 
aviSable pocasaum and 
high in the subsml. If this 
liQcer of accumulation^ is 
within 20 inches of the 
surface, the com and 
soybean roots can easily 
reach the potassium. 

"Remember that the 
roots can be blocked from 
reaching the potassium by 
plow pan or other 
barriers,*' warned 
Hawkiaft.-^Bttt if not 
ll^iyinc^ ic^ (thaaically 
prevented from doing so, 
cam roots can reach a 



depth of five feet or 
more." 

The Tech specialists 
also noted that more 
dollars might be saved this 
year by not applying lime 
if smls are at a 5.8 pH - 
level or higher. Both corn 
and soybeans require 
specific handling to 
produce normal yields at 
these pH levels. 

"When nitrogen is ap- 
plied to com. the soil pH 
will drop about 0.5 pH 
units for each 100 pounds 
of nitrogen applied," said 
Hawkins. "If the soU pH 
is already down to S. 8, the 
nitrogen can cause the soil 



to become too acid for 
herbicides to be effec- 
tive." 

Cora has a low nitrogen 
requirement during the 
flrst month after planting. 
By holding the nitrogen 
application until the four- 
th week, the herbicide has 
time to do its job and the 
corn still receives the 
nitrogen in time for 
growth. 

Soybeans can stand the 
5.8 pH level if they receive 
enough molybdenum (a 
trace element used in small 
amounts to fix nitrogen).

When will the time be right? According to Guion, the

"Wmdsurfing wiH over take the popularity of Hobie 
Cat sailing in a matter of years." Guion said, "and the 
Hobie Cat maricet wSl go straifl^ downhill. But don't 
get me wnmg; Cats will always remain popular fcv those 
who don't want to ^ their feet wet."

Guion, who spent five years as a Virginia Beadi life- 
guard, said he has seen more windsurfers thus far this 
year than in all previous years cmabined.

Guion said that while some people contend that win- 
dsurfing is similar to surfing and sailing, he thinks it is 
like neither. 

"Windsurfing is a sport entirely to its own," he said. 
"I don't think it's like surfing or sailing. I can see some 
justification or liking it to skateboarding but to me' it's 
really like water skiing. It's the same kind of pulling and 
balanceing movement." 

The sailboard, which can reach speeds of 30 miles per 
hour, exerts the most pressure on the rider's extremities. 

"Most of the tension in the upper arms and legs," 
Guion said. "But the essence of windsurfing is a matter 
of balance. Your body acts as the center of balance bet- 
ween the safl andthe board. The technique is a little dif- 
ficult to master, but I'm sure instructional classes will be 
offered for those who may need hdp learning to wind- 
suff." 

Windsurfing is not advised in winds comparable to 
smaD craft warnings, or faster than about 20 miks per 
hoar. Different sails arc also availiMe for windsurfing 
in different weadicr coadittons.

The selection of architects and engineers for Virginia 
Beach city projects will be based on competence and 
qualifications under a policy adopted Monday after- 
noon by dty council. 

The policy is the same followed by the city prior to 
last year when an addendum stipulated also that all 
things being equal, preference will be given to firms 
located in the City of Virginia Beach. 

Robert Miller, professional engineer representing the 
local chapter of the Virginia Society of Professional 
engineers, said that when the association had supported 
the original policy and the addendum, but that the con- 
fusion has since arisen over the addendum and the 
Association recommended deletion of the provision. 



He said the policy supplis the mechanics for obtaining 
the best-qualified professionals. "To sdect (them) on 
any other ImIs is not in the best hiterest of Virginia 
Ba|ch,"hesaid. 

Coundhnan John A. Baum agreed that there ought to 
bcj a free flow' of people, especially within the South 
Hampton Roads area. 

After qualifications are coiisidered,,iiit^ews will b«; 
p^ormed by a committee oJT five includiiig two licensed 
ajgineers, the dty engineer, the utilities engineer and 
thdr two assistants and a r^resentative of the agoicy 
concerned. They wOl consider a minimum of three firms 
selected by the agency using the firms.

Public Officials Reach Impasse

A proposal Tor a joint meeting of the Virginia Beach 
City Council and the School Board in an attempt to 
reach an agreement on the school budget was turned 
down by Council by a vote of 7-3. 

Council members on the prevailing side said they 
didn't mind meeting with the School Roard but didn't 
think anything would come of such a meeting. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorr suggested the 
meeting be held before next Monday's public hearing 
on the $237,626,358 1981-82 operating budget when 
Council also will vote on the budget on the first reading. 
The second reading i.s scheduled for May tS at 2 p.m. 

Over 123 persons have signed up to speak at the 
public hearing scheduled for a regular council meeting 
beginning at 2 p.m. Mayor Or. J. Henry Mcoy Jr. said, 
however, thai he plans to have the regular agenda 
items considered first and lo continue the hearing as 
long as necessary lo allow working people to attend. 
SpcakH's will be given ihree minutes to speak. 

Oberndorf suggested inviting the School Board so 
that the iwo bodies could come to a mutual decision. 
She suggested City manager George L Hanbury and 
superintendent of schools E. E. Brickell not attend 
because they seem to be at an impasse. 

Hanbury has recommended cutting the School 
Budget request by $6,554,865 which is the first time 
any cut has been recommended in the School Budget. 

Oberndorf said that Hanbury has been portrayed as 
an ogre and Brickell has said that under no 
circumstances wa.s he considering cuts in the budget. 
She said that apparently he would not make this 
decision but the School Board would and that it would 
be besi for "reasonable" people on the City Council 
and School Baai;(l lo discuss the issues without the 
presence of Hanbury and Brickell who have reached an 
"impasse." 

She said ihai the way those who oppose the cut are 
speaking. Council in one fell swoope would be 
eliminating numerous school programs. "It's a 
disconcerting thinp if we're told that something is 
going lo happen when Council can control no line item 
in ihc-(schwil) budget. If we're going to lake the blame 
then I want lo kiu>w what we're blamed for." 

Councilnum Rcid Ervin said he thought it was a 
waste of lime. "I don'i ihink the School Board can tell 
>ixj what programs wtxild be funded." He added that 
the best way to ^.-oiinlcract the elTccts of the withdrawal 
of federal funds is lo build up "our own reserve." "Dr. 
Brickell gave us a lengthy prcseniation. We have lo 
decide whether we want to rnake money available by 
real estate taxes, cuts, new revenues a combination." 
As for the charges circulating, he said, "People are 
going to believe what they want to believe" and that 
Council has to continue as we have and make the 
decisions. 

Oberndorf said she was called by • student from the 
Kempsville High School newspaper asking what cuts 
Council would make in the School Botrd budget. She 
said she told her that Council is not allowed to make any 
cuts, that all it could do was approve the total budget 
and the Board made the specific alloaiions. 

Councilnum John A. Baum said it was a communica- 
tions problCM, liiseriing a liitie humor in the 
discussion* ■■■« said. "You did suggest leaving the 
two unreasomMe adminisiraiors at home." 

Ervin said lie chose to consider them "two 
reasonable men who chose to dtsagiee." 

CoiiwcilWfiiiw^'Wi In McOanan said that the Rich- 
mond School Bodrd presented ahemaiive plana - it has 
been done in evety locality, h's not &ir that everyone is 
saying that certain things are going to be cut out of the 
school system when Council doesn't know which ones. 



City attorney Dale Bimson said the dty manager can 
only allocate a total amount under the city's charter, 
but under general law Council can cut the School 
Budget by categories so long as the total budget meets 
the state-mandated qualities of education. 

Hanbury pointed out that the lion's share <^ the 
school budget is in instruction so that it would be 
reasonable to assume that's also where the cuts would 
be. 

Ervin said emotional items are on the cut list. 

McCoy said, "We have enough problems with our 
own categories withoiu getting into theirs." 

Couricilman Patrick L. Standing said the School 
Board has presented its plan. "What happens when 
another group doesn't like what we're doing? I plan to 
take their recommendation and look at it. if I don't like

it I'll do something else." 

Oberndorf replied that the State put the School Board 
in a unique position so that it is not like any other 
group., 

Hanbury said h'b shared Mrs. McQanan's frustra- 
tion. "No other department would act like this one. 
They are going to the public and saying what's going to 
be cut out without informing Council what's going to be 
cut. The children know, but not Council." 

Ervin said that "when I gel four letters from 
architects who do business with the School Board 
(requesting restoration of the School budget) - 1 may 
be dumb but I'm not ignorant." He said it was the 
misinformation that bothered him. He said 
factors which need to be considered arc getting 
School Board's classified salaries up to the city's and 
that the State has issued no new programs aiid the 
average daily attendance payments will remain the 
same. A reasonable offer by the city should cover these 
two items, he said. He said that the 15 percent increase 
suggested by.,itanbury has to be close to the target. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley wanted to know 
whether city employees were allowed to operate in the 
same way as the Schooi Board employees in getting 
their stand across. 

Hanbury said, no, that many employees wanted to 
come to the public hearing but were told that they had 
to take annuial leave to do so. 

Whether or not cattapaigning is permitted, McCoy 
said, I'm sure (employees who were specially concered) 
did things on city time. 

"When you get people who feel strongly about their 
pay. they're not too dean around the edges," Baum 
said. Councilman Clarence A. HoUaad said the School 
Board members have always been reasonable before. 



"Still, CouncQ has to be the one who decides, not the 
School Board. I don't thing (the joint meeting) will give 
that much. You'll just get yourself in a little hot water." 

Henley persisted that the Schod Board should say 
where the cuts will be. She said CouncU needs a 
discussion on the i^lopsophy of education. She said 
that the city now funs an elaborate adult program. 
These things do relate to funding, she said. 

She added that she was not sure that there has been a 
complete understanding of what h'ls gone on the city's 
pay plan. She said the dty developed a detailed plan 
after research and consuhation. Now the School Board 
is taking a superficial look at the general job 
descriptions to match pay. "We can't have the city pay 
plan constantly compared to the school plan if they 
didn't go through the same process," she said. 

She said since she has been on Council the two 
bodies have never had a joint meeting. 

Holland said he couldn't agree with her more, but 
now, "we're sitting imder agun. I'm not sore that's the 
best way to bring the best to the duldien or adults of 
Virginia Beach." He said that wfaUe Oxmcil is in a 
"threatening situation'* the present timcf ¥ras not the 
best for a joint meeting.

Art Collins, executive director df the SVPDC, who 
presented the plan, said there are a sufficient number 
of parking spaces in the target (Beachfront) area. The 
problem is, he said, that people don't know where they 
are. The plan recommends a signing system which 
would direct people to off-street parking areas. Better 
signing also should be used to direct people to their 
destinaticms which could be reached without cruising 
along Atlantic. 

Collins said that metered parking is not really serving 
the purpose for which it was intended -- short-term 
parking for easy access to business establishments. 
People are using the spaces all day, he said. The plan 
suggests 20-minute segments with an hour-long limit. 

At present, he said, people can park more cheaply at 
meters than at off-street lots. To encourage parking at 
off-street lots, the meter fees should be increased, he 
said. 

The city's B-4 zoning classification also causes 
problems because the off-street parking requirements 
are the same as the B-2 community-business district. 
The plan recommends that the on-site parking 
requirement for all new development east of Pacific 
Avenue be eliminated, except for restaurants and 
hotels. In place of the requirement and "in lieu of fee 
for on-site parking could be added to the B-4, cm- a new, 
district. The per space fee would be assessed on 
develc^rs who are unable to or who would choose not 
to ccMistruct parking on their property. 



The fees, based on a parking space construction cost, 
would be earmarked for the construction of public 
off-street parking lots with the parking lot maintenance 
and (^rations cost to be derived from parking lot 
revenues. Deficits would be funded from the city's 
general fund. Along with the patrons of the establish- 
ments, the general public would be permitted to use the 
same lots. 



Hanbury, who has backed the elimination of parking 
on Atlantic, is ready to go ahead with 24-hour metered 
parking at the oceanfront from Memorial Day to Labor 
Day this year. Parking will continue to be permitted op 
the west side of Atlantic Avenue, none on the east, until 
the total plan is implemented, he said. 

He said that merchants would object to taking 
parking off Atlantic but with a trade-off in esthetic 
improvements the change would be more palatable. 
• For this year he said he would recommend taking all 
the no-parking signs down from Memorial Day to Labor 
Day and "keep the meters running continuosly, 24 
hours a day. If people are going to park there, let them 
feed the meters." 

It's too late in the season to change the fees because 
it would take ten weeks to change the. meters, but 
Hanbury said he would plan to do this next ^ 
increasing the fees from 25 cents to 50 cents an hour. 
He is also considering fees for shorter segments which 
are available under the present set-up.

Hanbury will also recommend requiring a $10 permit 
for all chartered buses which will permit them to park at 
the Pavilion and unload their passengers there.

for this summer and the SVPDC plan. 

The plan states that on-street parking on Atlantic 
Avenue be removed as a Ist phase measure to fiaciUtate 
traffic movement or to allow foe improvements 
stenuning from the Atlantic Avenue Beautificatkn 
prqject. 

The plan also recommends the joint use of parking 
areas by private business and the pubyc when die peak 
uses for the respective activities are ar dlfllR«i» times. 

Also considered is a residential permit parking 
program to resolve the conflict for parking spaces on 
residential streets which provide 2,000 spaces. 

Hie resort area has a current inventory of 1,700 
off-street parking spaces available for public use. the 
Pavilion has 1,000 parking spaces available during open 
bocddngs. The construction of a 200 space parking 
facility at 19th and Pacific and the more liberal use of 
the Virginia Beach Dome parking lot have settled much 
of the existing need for (^-street parking in the most 
crucial area between 17th and 2Sth Streets, the report 
states. 

C^-street jparldng lots north of 2Sth Street and south 
of 17th Street observed by members of the study 
committee were not at or near capacity oa weekends. 

The plan recommends expanding the Pavilion 
parking lot to handle the 5,000 to 6,000 capacity crowd 
at Pavilion fimcticxis and to supply a major satellite 
parking lot. or alternate satellite lots could serve as 
overflow for the Pavilion. Shuttle service would have to 
be provided. 

The study also recommends that the Dome continue 
to funaion as the general information center and the 
strategic placing of tourist information maps. 

Public transit using shuttle service, a beadi troUey 
and Tidewater Regional Transit (TRT) service are 
necessary to the success of the plan.

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said the prime responsibility is the department owner's 
who may be vicriating a housing code.

May, high blood pressure month

Since May has been 
designated High Blood 
Pressure Month, it is im- 
portant for Beach residen- 
ts to recognize what has 
been accomplished to date 
and the work yet to be 
dom. 

According to a 1979 
Harris Survey conducted 
by the National Heart. 
Lung and Blood Institute, 
Americans are more 
knowledgeable about high 
blood pressure than ever 
before, as compared to a 
simitar 1973 survey. This 
sizeable advance in know- 
ledge has in part contri- 
buted to a marked decline 
m deaths from hi^ Mood 
pressure associated 
diseases. For example the 
stroke death rate has 
decUncd 37 percent and 



the heart disease death 
rate has declined by 
almost 25 percent during 
the period of 1968 to 1978. 

However, sometimes 
people who have high 
blood pressure don't un- 
derstand the nature of the 
disease or the importance 
of its continued treatment. 
Some common miscon- 
ceptions about this 
chronic illness can lead 
patients to the wrong con- 
clusions about their high 
blood pressure. If you 
have highJ»lood pressure 
you shouldlcnow the facu 
about it. 

patients who take their 
medication and follow 
their doctor's advice bring 
thdr high Mood pressure 
back to the normal range. 
Tb«y may think they have 
been "cured." The mith 
is that the medication actt 
as a blood pressure 



regulator. The medication 
controls your blood 
pressure only as long as 
you continue taking it. If 
you stop taking your pills, 
your blood pressure wil) 
go up again. As long as a 
patient remains faithful td 
the treatment, high MOOd: 
pressure can be easily con* 
trolled. In most cases hi^ 
blood pressure has ndj 
cure. For the majority ojT 
patients, treatment must 
continue every day. 
usually for the rest of their . 
lives. 

] A second misconcepl|0ii 
is that some people tbiilk 
that they can tell whol 
thdr blood pressure is iip. 
They think the condMitii 
produces clear-cut syini 
Otoms such as dizzineis 
and headaches. Because «f 
this mistaken belief, 
patients sometimes neglect 
their doctors' instructions 



to take their r^edicine 
every day. Instead, they 
take their medicine as if it 
were asprin. for the relief 
of symptoms. The fact is. 
the only way to know if 
your Wood pressure is up 
is to have it measured by 
someone specially trained 
to do so. Hi^ blood 
pressucieis painless; it has 
no symptoms when it 
begins doing damage. 
And. the only way to treat 
high blood pressure is to 
follow treatment every 
day.

How dean, livable, hcullhy. usable. aiHi cnjtYyabk: 
Ihc Chesapeake Hay is. mw and in I he lulnre. is a mal- 
ter of fhe individual cili/en's choice. Only individuals, 
and individuals working in groups, can pressure 
political leaders and public ofnciais to be accountable 
for the quality of the Bay and accountable for the 
wisdom and efficiency of their management programs. 

With a population increase projected ' to roughly 
double by 202, the pressures on the Bay, for recreation, 
for industrial us. for iransporiaiion, and for shoreline 
development will be immense. Many more of us will 
need to know the facts about how the Bay works as a 
natural system, how it responds to stresses, and how the 
things we do, or fail to do, influence it. And many more 
of us will have to come forward in public and express 
our views. 

If we choose a "non-degradation policy" for the Bay, 
if we hope the Bay will simply "hold its own" as 
pressures mount, we must become a noisier and better 
informed public. Whether it pleases us or not, pyblic 
orncials and politicians decide who or what wif be 
regulated and how and whether regulations will be en- 
forced. Workable solutions grounded on sound scien- 
tiflc nndlnts. backed up with adequate money, and 
carried out by an accountable "managenneni struc- 
ture," are required and will be reqtiired for many years 
to come. 



An immediate step a dtixni can uke Is to ,Work 
toward the inclusion of the Chesapeake Bay in the 
Federal Clean Water Act. The Bay is. after 4U. a 
national treasure, and as such, the Cooficn should 
receive aa aunial .report on the Bay's condition (as it 
docs currently on the condition of each of the Great 
Lakes). The Clean Water Act is slated for reauthori- 



zation in 1982. Congressional oversight hearings are 
currently underway. An amendment will be proposed 
which will give "national treasure" status to the 
Chesapeake Bay extending the protective beitefits of 
the act. Write your congressman and State senators and 
express your support for this amendment and for the ' 
reauthoriation of the act.

Oovemon of Virginia. Maryland, and Pennsylvania 
must be responsible for their states' keeping their 
promises not to degrade the Bay further.

A citizen who knows what he or she is willing and 
unwilling to accept with icgard to the Bay wfll be at the 



forefront in the decision-making process. In 1976, in 
response to pobhc concern for the hei^ and viutlity of 
the Bay. Congress directed the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency to implement the Chesapeake ~^Bay 
Program, an extensive, five-year coordinated research 
project. Final reports on the major areas of concern— 
lUitrients, toxic chemicals. Bay grasses, and manage- 
ment options — will be completed in early 1982. 
Preliminary indications are that the findings resulting 
from the Oiesapeake Bay Program wiU greatly expand 
our understanding of the Bay. It will be important for 
each of us to become familiar with what scientific in- 
vestigators are learning in order for us to contribute 
meaningfully to management dedsions. 

Sometimes it is hard for us to see how we have an im- 
pact, how individual or group expressions change 
things. The opportunity for individuals, groups, and 
organizations to impact the future of the Bay has never 
been so great. In the next few years, unless we demand 
workable solutions, sound management programs, and 
actual measurable results from our officials and leaders 
• based on the latest scientific knowledge • the chance 
for the Bay to even hold its own will be lost.

We 
don't wantirrkated tourists, of course, but we must 
realize that one bad apfke^ \as\ Summer shoubto't ruin 
this Summer's ai^le barrel for others.. 

Joe Burke, operator of the fvanhoe. agrees that last 
Sununer his patio operation could have been handled 
better, but that was his first patio experience in 
Virginia Beach. He says it was a learning experience. 
Since that time, he has improved his fiadlity, cleaned it 
up and beautified it, and is currently working with city 
officials to set an equitable policy for all Beach 

boardwalk cafes. 
^ One problem is that council is working under a 1973 
""^joninu ordinance which precludes some patios which 
have escalated in popularity to the point of being more 
than secondary, subordinate, or incidental in use to the 
primary existing fiacility. 

According to assistant city attorney Charlie Salle, the 
1973 H-2 zoning ordinance states basically that "there 
shall be no evidence of the existence of such establish- 
ments (patios) from outside the zoning lot (board- 
walk)." That means, if you stend oa the boardwalk a 
viewer should see no signs, patios, ot other indications 
that a food and beverage outlet is nearby. 

Agreed, we don't want big tacky neon signs 
plastered up and down the boardwalk; but with proper 
size restrictions and regular review, small signs 
directing the hot beach goers to refreshment surely 
can't be objectionable. 

Burke, aod the Ivanhoe. are bemg used a» a scape- 
goat. Gty officials have dritcized him as being one of 
the more lfa«rant vioiators of the zoning ordinance 
because his patiois easily seen from boardwalkers. But 
he is no man guilty than some other boardwaok food 
and beverage operators. 

There are several zonhig classifications along the 
boardwalk, some which aDow more commercialization, 
some less. This is unfi|ir. Council must decide if it 
wants opesiatr cafes akiig the boardwalk or not. If not. 
not only must the Ivanhoe's patio be endOsed to 
obstruct vbibility. but so should the Dairy Queen, 
McDoradd*!, and other snack shop patios and service 
windows up and down the line. 

After all. we are aD safling in the same boat in the big 
^%ginia Beach sea of tourism.
